The following is a quotation of the appropriate 
paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one . 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 15 & 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Tentler et al 6,125,833 (of record). 

Tentler shows a strap connected to a bow string release 
10, including a padded layer 42, a non-stretchable layer 20 
overlaying the padded layer, and a third layer 21 (column 
3, line 61 to column 4, line 14). 

Claims 18 & 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Summers 5,937,841. 

Summers shows a strap for a bow string release having a 
buckle 16 with a pin at the first end, and a series of 
holes 14 to receive the pin at a second end. When the pin 
is engaged with the first hole, the strap may be considered 
to be fully closed; when the pin is engaged with the middle 
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hole, it is reasonable to say that the strap is ''semi- 
closed" .

Claims 1-14, 17, 20, 21, & 23-27 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Garvison shows a bowstring release strap of non 
stretchable material. 

Also note Pittman et al 5,323,754 discloses a non 
stretchable strap .
